Thomas O'Donnell Talks in Irish 

and Surprises Mr* 
<sa.i.A. Speaker. 



LondoB, Feb. 18.— In the House of 
Commons to-day, Mr. W. St. John Brod- 

erick, Hocrotary of state for war. gave 
an olllcial denial to tho stury that or- 
ders had been issued that all Boeiu cnp- 
tiued in khaki iiaifornis were to be shot. 

Tlio colonial secretary, Mr. Chamber- 
lain, informed the house that a proclam- 
ation setting fortii the intentions of the 
government in the administration of the 
new South African colonies, had al- 
ready been drafted, but had not been is- 
sued, in deference to the opinion of Gen. 
Kitchener and Sir Alfred Miliier, that 
ihc time was not yet opportune. 

When the debate on the address in 
■reply to tho King's Speech wan resumed, 
Mr. Herbert Henry .liequith, Libera.l, 
fiiinierly home secretary, characterized 
the Mpeoch of Mr. Chamberlain yesterday 
evening as a revival of the "Billings"- 
gate of the general election." He re- 
pudia.ted the suggestion that the opposi- 
tion favored undoing tlie annexatiiui of 
the two republics, but he said a settle- 
ment would not he accelerated by tiaicil- 
lent language but by the combination of 
a strong army capable of coiuniandiiig 
respect iijid terms not derogatory to 
either the victors or the vampiished. 

Mr. Broderick, who followed, dcclareii 
that tlie terms olTered tlie Boers wiTC 
heltca- than evm- before tendered to a 
vaaquished iMieiiiy. Leniency lo men on 
parole had been a failure, lie appealed 
to tho oi)nosition to stop the delivery ot 
mischievous speeidies and the circula- 
tion of pamphlets which did a.n im- 
menei! amount of harm in South Africa 

In defending the government against 
the charge of failing to reihforce Geu. 
Kitchener, Mr. Broderick said 30,000 
horses had been sent out Within three 
iiiontlis, ami th^y hoped by the end of 
.Marcli to have iucrer.sed Gen. Kitchen- 
er's mounted forces by 20,000 men. 

Mr. Thomas (VDoniii'll (Xationalist ) 
hi'U'an to address in tlie Irish language, 
and the Speaker called him to <jrder 
after he had sp!.d;eii (hree or four sen- 
teaces, reniindiiig him that to speaii 
Irish was an unknown pr.-iclii'e in thi! 
House of Commons. 

.Mr. O'Doniiell continued to spealc in 
the Irish tongue, greatly to the delight 
of the Xationalists around him. The 
Si)eaker severely reiiuested him to desist. 

.Mr. .loliii Kedniond, the Xatiotialist 
leader, said: "There is no written or 
unwritten rule against a member using 
the hinguage which is most familiar to 
liini. 1 once heard a member of the 
New Zealand house speak in the Maori 
b.ntruage." 

The Spea l;er~" Thi're is no rule on 
the sulijecl. but tlii're is no precedent 
during Ihr existenco of'tho House of 
Cornmons for a member speaking any- 
thing but lOnglisli." 

Mr. Kdniumi Beamy, Nationalist iiiein- 
ber for Xortli Kildare, pointed out that 
the Irisli ehii'ftains. beforo the .\ct of 
Cnioii. were invited by tlU' House of 
Coinaions to speak Irisli. 

The Siii'aker — " Xot in tho mio hundred 
.vears of union has an Irishiiian tried to 
speak Irish in this House until now." 

Mr. .Fohu Uediiioiid iniiuired whether 
.Mr. William .Vhrahani, one ot the Welsh 
niembers, had not addressed the House 
in 18SI! in Welsh. 

To this the Speaker replied that Mr. 
Abraham had ineroly introduced a 
unotntion from the Welsh language, and 
he insisted that Mr. O'Donnell could 
not be allowed to proceed. 

Mr. O'Uonnell began to speak in 
English, and rc-nssertcd his right as tne 
representative of an Irish constituency, 
and as n member of a nation still pos- 
sessing a language of its own, to address 
the house in his native tongae. 

At tljis point the Speaker stopped him 
peremptorily. 

Several other Irish members de- 
nounced the limitation to English im- 
posed by tho Speaker.

If our I'ekin new.; is correct, tlii» 
foreign I'livoys will have a curious ex- 
perience in discovering that the most im- 
portant feature of the iiogotiatioiis has 
lieeu settled by an ex[)edition of which 
they were unaware. 

" The minute details cabled concerning 
the expedition may In; received wlt.ii 
juJieious ske[)licism, but it is no longer 
Iio.ssilile to snggc'sl, as Ivord (h-iinborno 
dill on Monday, tliat no such scheme is 
contemplated by any iiower.'' 

The Waldersee ex|ii'ilition, according 
to a desiiatch to the Morning Post from 
Tien Tsiii, is to start March 1. Us 
motives and the mystery surrounding it 
are the subject of much comment. The 
D.iily Grapaic considers that, whether 
it is a "bluff" or in earnest, tlie whole 
tiling is " stupitl and niiscliievous, tend- 
ing only to make the [lowers ridiculous 
in the eyes of the Chinese." 

The Daily Chronicle, which regards tho 
expedition as a practical ultimatum, 
says: " Whatever the morality of the 
pnieeeding, it is more dignified than con- 
tinual idiiilTering. China will never be- 
lieve that wo are in earnest unless she 
sees ocuUr demonstrations. The United 
States is the only stumbling block, and 
she has shown herself throughout tho 
iicgotitttioDs"tO be thoroughly unpracti- 
cal." ii 

Tho Router Telegram Company has re- 
ceived the following, dated Pekin. I'el^- 
riiary 10: "The German, Britisu ana 
.lapaiiese legations notified tho Chinese 
that the allies were preparing an expedi- 
tion towards Sinn Fu, in the event of tho 
court persisting in its present unsatis- 
factory attitude regarding tho punisli- 
ments. Thereupon tho Chinese pleni- 
potentiaries wired urgently to Si.an Fu, 
counselling immediate compliance, and 
pointing out tluu now there was only 
the question of the death of a few per- 
sons really deserving such a fate, where- 
as an advance of tho allies would mean 
the death and distress of thousands, be- 
sides causing the powers to treat China 
witli greater harshness than if a sidlle- 
iiieiit were arrived at without fnrtlier 
iiiilitar.v operations. Five thousand Brit- 
isli troops ha VI' been warned to prepare 
for the n-suiiiiitioii of operations."

'I'lie total amount expendt-d 
iu railway suhsiilies cliarKoable to Con-

the total amount expended on account of 
capals was $72,504,401. These sums, 
together witli tho cost of the Drummond 
County railway, tlie amounts voted since 
tho statement from which wo are quot- 
ing was made up, and also the sums for 
which tho government is pledged by 
Icgisintion, bring the contribution of the 
people of C;inada as a whole to the solu- 
tion of the transportation problem up to 
about .<;2;!0,()00,000 in n)un<l numbers. 
In addition there are outstanding the 
following liabilities: An annual sub- 
sidy of 5180.000 to tho Atlantic & 
Northwest railway, whieli was originally 
for 120 years, 11! of whieli will have ex- 
pired on .Tune liOth next; and an annual 
paynuMit to tlie province of Quebec of 
?nO,700, being interest at 5 per cent, on 
assistance given by that proriuce to the 
liiU' between Ottawa and Quebec. There 
are other features of this matter which 
will be dealt with in another article. 



RAILWAYS IN CANADA. 

In a country of such colossal dimen- 
sions as Canada, it was inevitable that 
transportation problems should occupy a 
foremost place in pul)li,- attention, and 
should to a very large degree determine 
the; policy of governments. One iniglit 
say, using a figure of speech, tliat the 
original confederation rested upon a 
railway as a corner stone. Tliose who 
are at all familiar with the confodera- 
tioa campaigns in the Maritime Trov- 
iucos know how very large n part the 
promised construction of the Intercolo- 
nial railway played in influencing the 
people to consent to unite their fortunes 
with what wore tlien the provinci^s of 
Upper and Lower Canada. Tlii,-, rail- 
way was the meritorious ennsideralion, 
which Induced Now Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia to agree to a compact which 
the very large majority of the people 
coM.sidorod was a sacrifice on thoir part. 
But they needed the railway. The 
United States had refused to renew the 
Reciprocity Treaty, which expired In 
1854, and the people on the Atlantic 
seaboard, deprived of the market af- 
forded by the ropul)lic, turnei] tlioir at- 
tention tov.-ards tho interior nf British 
North America, and sought to devise 
ways and means whereby they might 
obtain better communication with that 
region. Tho offer of the Imperial gov- 
ernment to guarantee tho loan for the 
construction of tho Intercolonial railway 
showed a way by which this great boon 
could be obtained, and thousands of 
votes were Influenced by it. 

Previous to Confederation the four 
original provinces of the Union had all 
done sonietliing to bring about railway 
construction williin tlieir several bor- 
ders, and a very considerable part of the 
debts assumed by the Dominion under 
the Terms of Confederation was for 
money granted in aid of railways. 
Similar in nature was the large amount 
■of indebtedness assumeci in coiinoction 
witli tho canals. Indeed, fur a projior 
understanding of the transiK)rtation 
problem, it is necessary to take into ai- 
count tho vast sums spent by the pcojile 
of Canada, both before and since Con- 
foderatiim. for tln^ creation and inij)rove- 
ment of our great canal system. 

The first period in the historj' of tlie 
Dominion may be called the Intercolonial 
Period. The Dominion then consisted 
only (if till' four original provinces, and 
the i)olii-y ^'overuiiig the government was 
the cDiistructiou of this line of railway 
connecting them. Simultaneously there 
was in progress an extensive system of 
canal improvement in Ontario. Tho 
second Canadian Period was the Cana- 
dian Paeitic I^eriod, during wliieh the 
Dominion was extended from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific, and its different 
portions united by a groat transconti- 
nental line. We are living in the third 
period, when the policy of development 
lines is in force. Tills latter is not a 
very correct definition, ibut wc' us(> the 
term " developuiout lines " to distinguish 
^uch roads from the Intercolonial and 
Canadian Pacific, which form an in- 
tegral part of the complete scheme of 
Confederation. To tlie same class as 
tho latter roads belongs tin: ICscjuimiilt 
& Nanaimo railway, which was homised 
hy tho federal givernmont as a substi- 
tute for the e.Ktonsion of the transconti- 
7ienta! lino to EsquimnK, as was origin- 
ally intended under tlie Terms of Union. 
To the s.'nue class also bolon.gs the 
Prince Edward Island railway. 

It is important to keep these consid- 
erations in mind, for when they are 
given their due weight, they show tliat 
the question of railway construction in 
Canada has never been dealt with as a 
mere local matter to apiii'as<; insistent 
constituencies or provinces, but as part 
of a general, scheme to unite th«> scat- 
tered provinces, physically as well as 
legally, into a nationality, and iifter- 
wards to develo[) them.

OOAST-KOOTBNAY KAILWAY. 

It is unfortunate that circiunstnncos 
prevented tho majority of the mcniliers 
of the City Council from' being preficiit 
last evening at the time appointed for 
the conference witli tlic representatives 
of tho Prasor Valley farmers, and that 
conse(piently nothing was done in tho 
way of endorsing the effort whicli thcf^e 
gentlemen are making to bring about tho 
immediate constniction of tho railway 
from the Coast to Kootonay. We can 
safely say, however, that this ought not 
to be taken an indicative of any apathy 
on the part of the people of this city to- 
wards tins important project. Tliey have 
tlireo tinuYi expressed themselves upon 
it at tho pollK. At tho by-cleclion in 
16'J0 one of the chief questions submit- 
ted to tlicm was the repudiation by the 
Semliu government of the contract for 
tho building of the V. V. & E. railway, 
and the same was the cane at the hist 
general election. On both occasions they 
declared in favor of the men. who had 
pledged the province to the constniction 
of the railway and endeavored to brinir 
it about. The extraordinary vote for 
the ferry by-law a few mouths ago, was 
■largely duo to tlio fiict th;it the people 
believed the ft'rry woiihl form part of a 
line from this city direct to Kootonay. 
Tlie City Council, the Board of Trade 
and more than one public meeting have 
declared for the railway, and if any- 
thing i.s evidonceil on the part of tho Ald- 
ermen, whicli looks like indifference, it 
in.iy be explained by the fact that tho 
city is committed up to tho hilt in favor 
of such a railway. 



THE NAVY LEAGUE. 

We print a letter this morning in 
which iiji appeal is made to the citizens 
to asHi»t in establishing here an efllcient 
branch of tho Navy League. No argu- 
ment is necessary to impress upon the 
people of British Cuhunhia the impor- 
tance of doing every thing necessary to 
keep "tho ficnior l)ranch of the Hcr- 
vice" iu H, (•onditiou to presJorve liio 
Iiowcr of tlie Empire at least at its 
present rchitive position to that of oth- 
er nali'.ns. The iiistory of British great- 
ness if, syMonynious with the history of 
the inivy. It was well said not long ago 
that the world had been witne.<wing a 
blow from Britain's left hand, delivered 
under exceptional difflcultics. It has 
yet to sec her strike with her right arm, 
which is the navy. 

Those best qualified to Judge ore of 
tho opinion that a great deal of good 
will result from the establishment of 
branches of the Navy League in :ill 
parts of the Empire, and certainly tlie 
objects set out by our correspondent are 
such as must commend themselves to 
every one. Wo hope the movement will 
be vcy successful.

He understood 
the city was uniler an obligation to the 
goveriinient to erect a retaining wall, 
this having been agreed upon when the 
land was transferrei) 

Mayor llaywartl said if the niemorial 
w;is erectetl, tlie Hanking wall,, Wuuld 
follow.

It is 
alleged that the men oGfered a number 
of sailors indnccmcnts to desert from u 
ship at E^quiuialt, or' at least to refuse 
to go on a ship for which they hud 
signed articles and wbich was coming 
here to pick them up. ; 

Ship-owners whose vessels load on the 
Sound have been bitterly complaining 
for some time of tho charges made by 
the shipping agents on the Sound for 
supiilynig crews; and arrangements 
were made to overcome tli's by bringing 
the sliips to Victoria or Bsquimalt, after 
they were loaded, to get their crews. 
The first ship came some time ago, and 
then the Sound shipping agents made an 
effort to block the arrangement by send- 
ing men over to endeavor to induce sail- 
ors not to ship on vessels that came here 
for their crews. They were not succchs- 
ful. 

When they leariieil that the British 
bark Dunstaffiiage, Capt. Forbes, wliicli 
had loaileti wheat at Tacoiua, was com- 
ing here for a crew, they decided to 
make a stronger effort to prevent it, and 
sent over fully a dozen men to c;irry out 
their object. Mr. Siinnis. tlie senior 
rieniber of tho firm of Siiunis iVr Levy, 
was in tho city for several (lays, going 
home on Monday evening. Ills hrotlier, 
Horace Siiniiis, anil Hansen reiiiaiiieil 
behind, anil as a result were arresteil. 
In. the provincial police court yesterday, 
three sailors who had signed articles to 
I go to sea on the DiiiiStaffuage gave evi- 
tleiice that Horace Simnis and Hansen 
had offered thoni ^'^ each not to go on 
the ship, knowing that tli(!y had signed 
the articles. The prosecutioii rested tin 
the evidence of the three sailor-i. and fhe 
case was .■uljiHiriied until Thursday 
morning. 

There is lots of evidence to show that 
the men friuu the Smiiid weri- not par- 
ticular how far they went if they could 
stop the captain of the Dunstaffiiage 
from getting a crew here. Mr. W. ^'|ln 
Itheiti, ef !'>'qu!in,ilt. had secured ii crew 
for the ship; and the Si-.utle agents, 
finding on Snmlay night that the iiulnce- 
nieiits were imt snillcieiit to preveni tlie 
men from joining tlie ship, a ilespatcli 
was seiil tu Capt. Korlies, who liad not 
then left Tacoma, to which Mr. Von 
Ithein's iiaiiie was signed without his 
consent, saying it was impossible to get 
a crew here, and advising the captain to 
go to I'orr Townsend. Being of a sus- 
] pertiiig iKitnrf. the captain wired to 
\ iitoria. aiitl fmintl that i"3 such tele- 
L-ram liail been sent by Mr. Von Rhoin. 
He liicrefore came on With his ship, ar- 
riving lien> early yesterday morning, 
and expects to continue his trip this 
moniiie.:.

In consequence of the announcement 
by Prof. Robertson, that Me is ■unable to 
carry out the proposed programme of 
(Short dairy courses in the spring, 
quested by Mr. .1. R. Anderson, suporin- 
tendout of institutetj, to say tluit ho re- 
grets that he has no alternative but to 
postpone the dairy course*} which ho was 
led to promise should be held, until later 
in the season. The foUowing is an ex- 
cerpt from Prof. Robertson's letter: 

".Ma.tters have come up in connection 
with tho business of carrying on the 
governiiuuit creameries in the Northwest 
Territories, which niaUe it impracticable 
for na to .spare Messrs. Marker and Mit- 
cliell for the proposed dairy coiire(! diir 
ing tho present winter or next s.iriiig 
However, I have been authorized by the 
minister to arrange for tho giving of 
these short courses in dairying at some 
period during the summer, when they 
can be given. I think you will agree 
with nie, with more benefit than during 
the winter." 

I'rof. Robertson has, however, placed 
at Mr. Anderson's disposal the Bcrvicos 
of Mr. T. G. Raynor and Mr. D. Druni- 
mond for the regular spring meetings, 
which are to take place dnring the laet 
part of March and in April.

A drizzling doivupour, half rain luilf 
enow, that turned to sloppy slusih as it 
Teachcd the ground, rendering walking 
a misery, and life generally a boro, was- 
the atrocious quality of weather whicl) 
prevailed last evening. Under ordinary 
circumstances Victoria's streets would 
have been deserted, the people seeking 
shelter from the storm by their cosy fire- 
sides; but last night they had business 
abroad, business of importance, which 
no degree of cold could interfere with, 
and they attended to it with a warmth 
Of assiduity which no amount of rain 
could dampen. Long before there was 
any possible chance of the Charmer'y 
arrival through the blinding snow storm 
■which barred her progress down die 
Straits, the C. P. N. wharf was filled 
■with an expectant crowd, eager to catch 
the first glimpse of the visiting South 
African volunteers, and to be ready to 
hail their arrival with welcoming cheers. 
As the time drugged wearily the crowd 
increased until, when the welcome sound 
of the Charmer's whistJe was heard, t''«!

row, treachery, defeat, bartered honor, 
Miiibition and oppiirtuuity have long 
been held a part of lliese poor mortal 
kisses, and now, if tin-.,- are lo be mixed 
np with stron?; drink and bacilli, there 
is no (piestion that these good temjicr- 
luu^e women have ajively war on tlieir 
hands. The main question, however, is 
bow to jirosecute. Prohibition does not 
seem to be the thing to reach the ev.l. 
In fact, it has rather tl-.riven on this 
throughout all its history. It is even said 
that those grim Puritan fathers never 
thought of kissing their wives. Sunilay 
or any other day, tiU th.;t famous blue 
law was eiiacteil against it, iiiid then 
they grew as amorous as any young 
benedicts in the pursuit of the wicked 
indulgence. It is not to bo supposed, of 
oiHirse, that the matronly advocates of 
the new movement have any hidden mo- 
tives in this direction in tho restrictions 
thev are imposing, but they will ccrtliu- 
ly be taking great risks if they go too 
far witli them. The surest cure that tlie 
wm-ld has ever found for the evil they 
deiirei ate i:s a marriage license, and this 
ought to give the wise and discerning 
some clew to the best way to reach it. 
At any rate, it indicates unmistakably 
thiit permission is more effective flian 
prohibition in taking the flavor out of 
anv sly tvansgressions in this direction, 
and the stupidest thing in all the history 
of love on earth is that lovers lii.v been 
so slow to recognize this. But that, of 
course, is because they have seldom or 
never reached that higher plane of love, 
■where poets like the Brownings could in- 
struct them. 

"If you cannot love as the angels do. 
With the breailtli of heaven between us 
two. 

it is not love, breathes the soul note of 
Elizabeth Barrett in those Portuguese 
sonnets to her poet-love, and the most 
fervid lover in all the worlil's history 
was the poet Dante, who saw Beatrice 
about twice av thrice in a lifetime and 
never touched her Hps, though the pro- 
fane ones tidl ns he always "loii^ied to." 
Xow, therefore, if the ref(u^inei-s of the 
day want to rid us of tlu' plebeian IHss, 
let them help Inimanity np to tliose 
heichts and the thing is done. 

On the contrary, however, it looks tis 
though they had gone down into llu' 
slums to stiidv it, and their lucubrations 
could have little bearing upon the de- 
cent walks of life, anywhere; or, if they 
can, then there are so many ^vorse things 
back of it that need reforining that they 
would better turn their attention to them, 
and put them in shape, after which the 
ki-s could pridiably take care of itself, 
r'.crtainlv, if nature and education and 
till- liner instincts of humanity every- 
where can not save and refine it, then 
there is little hope that the sledge hnpi- 
mer ati.-icks uf ;!ie teuiporance societies 
ceil.

There is noth- 
ing so refines and beautifies a home am 
household as the unrestrained and gla', 
expres.sion of every loving tluniglit ami 
impulse, and if reforrnerts would make 
suecessfrd war uiinn all the frowns, 
sneers, or bitter tenipen-: that oiiter 
homes or communitie.- they could afford 
to let kisses alone. In fact, there's more 
noison, ami Prof. Gates will tell yon so, 
in one swift fiasli of anger than m .all 
the kisse- love ever captured. Even in 
the slums the "Inillehijrdi lasses" of the 
Sa'nation .\rmy know how to turn the 
redeeming power of a mother's kiss, a 
wife's, sister's, or even sweetheart|s 
clinging embraces to heavenly purjinse in 
their work, and if they can bring a re- 
creant son, husband, or lover .back to 
some faithful heart that awaits him, 
they have no fear of any poison in the 
lips that seal the rescue. 

aiie fact is that in these days of cold 
science and "ethenic emotion" of Chris- 
tian wars and hatchet crusades the re- 
formers arc too apt to forget that the 
greatest thing is love," and that even its 
poor earth feigns or symbols may hav" 
a measure of value to the human race.

YOUNG CUDAHY 



Callahan Arrested and Indent]- 
fled by the Pork Packer's 
Young Son. 



Omaha, Neb., Feb. lO.-^The police 
have under arrest James Callahan, 
charged with complicity in the abduction 
of Edward Cudaby .Tr. on the niglit of 
Doeomber 18. Callahan was arrested 
Inst Saturdtiy, but the police have kept 
it secret, in the hope of securing other 
arrests. \oung Cudahy has positively 
identiUed him as the man who acosted 
him near the Cudahy residence, and 
represented himself to be a slierilf from 
an adjoining county, and forced him into 
a buggy, and also as the man who kept 
U'uaril over him at the Melrose Mill 
House tluring the tbirt.v hours he was 
kept a iirisoner pending the negotiations 
for the ransom of $20,000 wlLich Mr. 
Cudahy paid for the return of his boy 
Dan H. ISussis, wdio sold a horse and 
buggy to two men, who are supposed to 
Imve used it to procure the iihduction 
also identitied Callahan as one nf the 
men witli whom he made the deal. 
Marie Larsen, a servant in the employ, 
of .1. X. I'alrick. of whom the kidnap- 
jiers rented a house, was the third per- 
son to identify Callahan, and says ho is 
the man who paid a montli's rent in ad- 
vance for a cottage in Happy Hollow, 
v.-lii(di the bandits abandoiieil two weeks 
bef(U-e tlu- abduction, fearing discovery 

Callaliiiii denies absolutely that he had 
anything to do with the kidnapping, but 
admits be was ti close friend of Crowe's. 
He says lie can prove an alibi, and 
states that during the time which it is 
cltiimed he spent guarding young Cud 
ahy, ho was at tho home of his sister, 
^Irs. Kelly, living at Poppleton avenue 
and Fifty-third street, wlUch is a short 
distance from the Melrose Hill house. 
Mrs. Kelly was asked concerning the 
whereabouts of Callahan at the time of 
the abduction; she said the day follow 
ing the deed he was at her home, but 
she acknowledged that she does not 
know his whereabouts the night before, 

To-night the police secured informa- 
tion which they espeot to lead to the 
arrest of another man connected with the 
crime. lie is a coachman of a family 
friend of Mr. Cudahy, and It is cl.Umed 
lie has been acting very strangely in the 
matter. The chief of police says this 
man will bo arrested to-night or hi the 
morning, and he expects to have him 
throw additional evidence on tlie matter. 

The coacliman is not suspictoil as 
being one of the principals, but his son 
is the man really -wanted, and the elder 
man is expected to toll of his son's ac- 
tions at the tinu! of tVio stealing of tlio 
hoy. The coachman's son, Chief of 
Donahue says, fits minutely a descrip- 
tion of man Xo, 3, iind is now the object 
of the search.

NEW OOVBRNMENT nOOSB. 

Sir:— ■VYltt the return of the Treudor tjn; 
tnatter of the Government House comus;- 
I.U.OU will come up, and no doubt be sctH-d 
fairly and Impartially, and I ask your space 
to point out as brielly as possible the injus- 
tice done tu provincial architects KOuer- 
n ly by a ;uistake in IssuIuk unusual cou- 
dltious. debarriuK the majority from com- 
IietlU);. and more particularly the Injustice 
Uoiie to the competlni; minority Ijy not 
JiulKiuK the dcslKUs submitted by tiie con- 
ditions Klven. 

Those architects competini;, hy follow 
luK the conditions as nearly as possible, 
performed their part of tiie coidract; the 
governuiont's part boiu^' to award certain 
prizes upon the carrying; out of their con- 
ditions. In duo time the experts were 
selected and the award published, with 
till' names of Judges and aatbors oMealRns 
but at the end a paragraph states that: 
"i'urthor decision in the matter wiii be 
deferred until tlie return of the I'renuer 
from Ottawa." 'J'hls gives rise to the ciucs- 
tiou: If thi> matti-r is not decided, wliy l)ub- 
lisli the award'/ 

The invitation to view tlie designs was 
taken advantage of by many, and the gen- 
eral uplnlon given by experts and thoso 
UavlDK ft good knowledge of plans, was that 
the plans had not been JudKed by the con- 
ditions, and I wish here to osk: Of whot 
use are most explicit conditions glvon for 
the purpose of being followed by those 
competliic. unless the plans aro Judged by 
those eoudlLlons? 

One of the conditions reads: "The entire 
cost (if tiio proposed hoUKe shall lint ex- 
coeii lifty thousand doilafs." Many who 
have viewed the plans (among whom are 
experts and huridcis) state that the desisp 
piac.'d lirst cannot be built for 50 per cent, 
over that sum. 

Aiiot;her condition Is: "The following 
drawings shall he furnlslipd by each com- 
petitor, and these only will be considcr'jd." 
followed by a list of drawings re(|uLreil, 
amongst which clause f says "One perspcM> 
tlve view, showing the house placed uiion i 
the site as suggested by the author." "It 
Is to be set up from one-sixteenth of an 
Indi scale plan." Designs placed first and I 
second are not drawn from that scale I 
plan, but from one very much larger. | 
Again, clause e calls for "One shoot of ' 
tlotalls of the Interior, and one sheet of i 
details of the exterior of tiie house." Tliesi' 
two sheets aro omitted in design nlaced 
flr.st, ! 

The above points have been noted not by 
one, but hy nearly all persons who have 
been iiiterosled la the competition, and 
cannot be truthfully contradicted. 

Then arises, naturally, the xiiicstlon: 
^\'liy did the authors of the design placed 
first so glaringly not follow the conditions? 
I can conceive of only two reasons: either 
tliat they could not, or thoy woulil not. If 
they could not, why were thev placed first V 
If they would not, their taking an unfair 
advantage of their competitors should ills- 
qualify them, .li'.ii. what of the Judges? It 
scpnui to nip that tlie same rule will apply 
to tiieni. Why were the plans not Judgpd i i",'.',!'.', 
by the conditions? ' 

The government undertook to have the 
plans Judged "by two couipetcnt, uon-coni- 
poting archltectB." Can wo hclleve. in 
view of the above facts, that this has been 
done? 

Let us hope that the pnbllsiiing of tiio 
report by them wiii clear up this. 

In the meantime the govornment owe it to 
those arcliitects who havell given so inucli 
of their time In good faith to give thpin 
fair play and have the plans sent away 
to be readjusted, with the nora de plumes 
erased. 

And with respect to tliose wlio have not 
comiieted. they sliduld by all means have 
an opiiortunity to do so. Our provluco 
wants the best of everyt liiiig. and tlie best 
C.T,-i r;inient llnuso that can be Iiad for tlic 
money; .nid this can only be olitMlucil by 
a fair trial of skill upon proper conditions 
nnd plans Judged by experts outside the 
pr.-.Tlnce, who do not know the different 
styles of drawing of local men. 

Believing that this nintter. in coming he- 
fore the Premier ^nd his colleagues, will 
bo enquired Into and set right.

in 1S91 could not be thoroughly discussed 
in two- full pages of your valuable paper, 
but It might be meiitloneil that one of the 
objects of the league in ICiigiaiid has been 
to urge upon the Admiralty the special 
needs of naval strength In all parts of the 
Kuiplre, and to keep the number of naval 
vcs.seis greater than each of the other 
naval powers in Greater Britain.

Mr. Anderson surely Is very much In the 
dark liere, as I distinctly stated In my 
letter: "Let Victorians in all lines of Inisl- 
iiess begin this new centiir.v by being up- 
to (late with other citlc- 'n thlo matter of 
earlier closing," and if Mr. Anderson had 
Interi'stcd himself in this earlier closing 
(luestion a. little more, he must have known 
that it was principally through me that 
the built and slioe clerks took up the (jucs- 
tlon ami successfully too. as they now 
have a petition before the clly c'ouncil, 
signed almost uminiiiiously by the siioe 
mercliiiiits, iiraying for il o'clock closing.

White Pass & Yukon Country Seeking to 
Solve the Fuel Problem. 

The Wliltc I'ass and Yukon route is 
Kecking to suiislitute crude oil for coal 
oil its locoiiiotivcs ami wood 011 lis Vuk.in 
steamers, if practical, sayy the Sacttle P.-l. 
J. K. Van Cleve, master mechanic of tlu' 
company, arrived from Skagwav several 
days ago. under orders to go to Southern 
California and Insiicct the Santa Fc and 
.■Southern Paclllc sliops and loi-oin-itlves 
wlilcli use oil. und report on the same. 

General .Manager V,. C. Hawkins, speak- 
ing of this niatier vcstcniav, said: 

".Mr. \"aii Cleve will make a sliidy of Ihc 
matter from .■in economic siaiidpoliit, and 
report on the advisability of using tin' 
Culllornla crude oU In our locomol ives. as 
well as on our Yukon river steamers. He 
will see what has been accomplished by 
the Southern Pacific and the Santa Fo 
roads lu that direction; also liy the steam- 
ers tliat ply to Southern California ports 
and which aro said to lie using oil for 

f Utll. 

"This crude oil Is said to have something 
like .'SO per cent, more eflicieucy than coal. 
That's ail right for Soutliern California, 
but with us up North comes In the ciues- 
tion of transiportlng the oil. It means a 
tank ship from Callfonila to Skagwav; it 
nieaas a receiving tank at Skagwav; tank 
cars and tank stations at various points 
on tiie railroad, and on tile river as far 
down as Dawson. It means the replacing 
of all our coal bunkers and conveyors 
with oil tanks. These are all fiuestions of 
importance In calculation for making the 
change, and It may be found that after 
all the cost of transportation will make 
tlic use of this ni; Is prohibitive. We arc 
anxious to keep the White Pass road up 
to the highest standard of exci. Hence, as 
well as our river steamers. The use of 
this crude oil has been advanced as one 
In wlildi greater efficiency sliouid be se- 
cured at a minimum cost, and that Is wliv 
Mr, ,Van Clevo Is to Investigate tbe ques- 
tion nnd report on It. 

"If It can be used profitably It will prove 
of great advantage to the travidlliig imbiic 
on the rivers fo Dawson, as it will mean 
a saving of rrmii tioi to twenty hours on 
each ronml trip of n steamer between White 
lli>rse and Dawson, that much time bidng 
lost every trlfi at landings taking wood, 
I!esiiles that, the question of wood on the 
Yukon for steamboat fuel Is becoming a 
serious one, for the supply will be practic- 
ally exhausted In one or two years more, 
so that another kind of fuel will become 
a necessity. 

"No; it will make no material (diange 
in the machinery of either locomotives or 
steamers be,yond necessitating bricking up 
the flreboiteB and Inserting oil burners 
and pressure pumps for creating the Jets."

Tills petition from the coal minors and 
mine liliorers of British Columbia hum- 
bly showoth: 

That whereas sundry accidents, result- 
ing in serious injury and loss of life, 
h.'ivo been caused in the various coal 
mines ol" British Columbia in conso- 
(luonce of tlio ignorance and incom- 
petence of certain lueii who are eng.'iged 
by the respective managers of such 
mines as c.xiiericnced coal minera; 

And wlioreas the employment of sucli 
incompetent men in a miiK,- is a menace 
to the fiafety of all jncn working in nui h 
mine; 

And whereas miners coining from 
other countries with tlie object of olj- 
tnining work in the mines of tliis pro- 
vince, recognizing the iliinKi'r threati'U- 
ing them l)y the employment of sncli in- 
competent men, speedily le.-ive this pro- 
vince to seek work elsowJiere; 

And whereas there oxints a law re- 
stricting the employment of such incuni- 
petent men and providing that certifi- 
cates be Issued to competent men em- 
ployed in the coal miues of the province 
of Nova 'Scotia;

Farmers of Victoria District Will 
Establish a Butter Fac* 
tory. 



Government Encourages Scheme 
—Seven Hundred Cows to 
Supply Milk. 



A deputation representing the farmers 
of Victoria district waited upon Usn. 
.1. II. Turner recently to consult with 
hiiu regarding the e-:tablishmont of a 
creamery in the vicinity of the city, and 
to ascertain what assistance might be 
expected from the goveriiiiient to aid the 
enler[)rise. 'J'be ilepiitalioii informed the 
Finance Minislcr that it was proposed 
to start a 700-cow creamery at Mount 
Tolmio, nnd it was dusired that the 
buildings, machinery and methods should 
be on the latest improved iilaiis and of 
such character as would insure the 
making of butter after the most modern 
scientific formula. 

Mr. Turner assured the delegation of 
his personal sympathy and that of the 
government in the timlertakiiig. wlucli 
he considered a step in the riglit direc- 
tion. Victoria district and many otiiers 
triliutary to the city were excellent 
lields for tlie dairying industry, and he 
hoped to see not one, but several, cream 
cries established in the near future, lie 
pointed out that under the Dairymen's 
Association Act, creameries established 
on the co-operative system may, on com- 
pliance with the provisions of the law, 
obtain government aid by way of lo ins 
to the extent of one-half the cost of 
creamery buildings, plants and livtures, 
such loans to liear interest at the rate 
of Iier cent, per anniiin, and be re- 
payable in eight instalinciits, the tirst of 
such instalni .'Ills to becoiiie due and Jiay- 
able at the expiration of three year.s 
from the tlate of the loan, and the other 
seven iiistalmentK annually tlicreafter. 
Tin re was, therefore, no qiiestion as to 
the government lending aid to the pro- 
posed creamery. 

The delegation expressed their desire 
to secure the best available expe.-t 
assistance to iilan and supervise the? 
building of the crcainery and the instal- 
lation of the |)lant, and asked :\Ir. Tur- 
ner's advice as to the best means of ob- 
taining the services of an expert. 

.Mr. Turner suggested an a[)plicalion 
to the Dominion dairy coniiiiissioner, 
and. at the request of the delegates, 
sent ii desi>atcli to Prof. Uobertsiui, ask- 
ing him if be could suiiply an expert to 
supi'rintend the building, eti\, and take 
charge of the creai.'iery until evi>rything 
was in sati--l'ncl(iry wnrliing order. 

Tlic delegates thanked >rr. Turner 
warmly for the interest wbii-li be had 
ili'^pl.MyVd in furthering their wishes, and 
withdrew. 

Vesterdny Mr. Turner received the fol- 
lowing reply to his telegram:
